It opened civilian defense 
week. And it marked the start 
of the American Red Cross an­ 
nual roll call appeal. 
But the holiday atmosphere of 
bygone years was noticeably ab­

Gandhi’s all-India congress, has 
slipped out of India and “ gone 
over to the enemy.” 
The whereabouts of Bose, a 
fiery Cambridge-educated Indian 
whose extreme views have brought 
him into frequept conflict with 
Gandhi, are not positively known 
here but he is believed to have 
made his way either to Rome or 
Berlin.' 
. • 
The development, , still cloaked 
in some mystery, was regarded 
as particularly important in view 
of the German drive for the Cau­ 
casus which is constantly bring­ 
ing the threat of war closer to 
India. 
Bose, according to the coun­ 
cil’s statement, is in 
contact 
with the Germans and Italians 
concerning plans for invasion of 
India. 
The statement said that “ it 
has been common talk in 
this 
country for some time that Bose 
is either in Rome or Berlin and 
has entered into a pact with the 
Axis to assist by fifth column 
methods any German 
invasion 
of India.” 
Bose thus joins the grand Muf­ 
ti of J erusalem, the bitterly anti- 
British Moslem leader who has 
just made his way to Rome, af­ 
ter assisting in stirring up anti- 
British elements in 
Iraq 
and 
Ifari following his expulsion from 
Palestine.

industrial relations there could be loss without 
leg al injury , as rep orted in the Sep tember 6 , 19 41 
bulletin of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ of America. 
If this be true, then work ers have rig hts 
without resp onsibilities. Then a man has a rig ht 
to trade with his fellowman without the resp onsi­ 
bility of benefiting the man with whom he trades 
more than other men are willing and able to 
benefit him and without his voluntary consent. 
It is this belief that one man’s work ing and 
p roducing is actually harmful and hurts another 
p erson that has caused law after law to be p ut 
on our statutes attemp ting to p revent one work - 
ing man from hurting another work ing man by 
p roducing more for a g iven reward. 
What the averag e p erson does not see is that 
this lower cost resulting from a work er under­ 
selling another work er is diffused among all the 
consumers and so is not as noticeable as the 
reduced income falling on the one Worker. But 
this lowered income is more than made up by 
the hundreds of benefits the work er receives 
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And that’s not Pacifism—it’s common sense, j from 0ther work ers p roducing for less. These bene- 


ICKES TOLD OFF 
Harold Ickes, chief snoop er for the Adminis­ 
tration can g o back home to Washing ton now. 
His task in San Francisco is comp leted. And he 
can g o home well rebuked for attemp ting to tell 
the p eop le of the northern metrop olis how to run 
their city . 
For the voters of San Francisco, for the eig hth 
time refused to p ut the city into the municip al 
p ower business. 
They did it by refusing p assag e to a charter 
amendment which would have

an 
initial $6 5,500.000 revenue bond sale for p urchase 
of ex isting p ower distribution facilities of the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co., within the city , with 
the alternative of constructing a comp eting sy s­ 
tem.

But in the meantime the p eop le of San Fran­ 
cisco can g lory in the fact that they told off 
Secretary Ickes. 
There is no ex cuse for a p olitical dictatorship 
over industry when p rivate enterp rise is doing 
its job p rop erly . The ex p erience of the p ast has 
been that p olitically -dominated industry is far 
less efficient, far less p roductive, than p rivately - 
op erated 
and p ublicly -reg ulated industry . The 
American p eop le, and esp ecially the p eop le of 
California, don’t want the emerg ency used as an 
alibi to justify any more ex tension of g overnment 
p ower. 


fits cover every thing the work er consumes and 
thus is also so diffused that the work er does not 
realize it as he does the concentrated reduction 
he receives from comp etition. 
Of course, there is no such thing as a rig ht 
without resp onsibility . The work er in 
a free 
country has not the rig ht of a monop oly , a p rivi­ 
leg e, a license, to sup p ly any one and g et more 
than other p eop le g et for the same service. This 
belief is the same as contending that free enter­ 
p rise is a form of war; that the success of one 
means the failure of another. 
Would that we sp ent more time in our schools, 
churches, newsp ap ers and mag azines enlig htening 
the p eop le on the fact that every time any man 
work s and p roduces wealth, he does not hurt 
a sing le soul unless a tak ing away a license 
is reg arded as hurting , but benefits every man 
in the world.

A BILLION FOR RUSSIA

Mr. Roosevelt has just turned over a billion 


R IGHT YOU A R E , MR . P R E SIDE NT 
Roosevelt has finally come to the conclusion 
that we will have to work long er hours if we 
want to p roduce more equip ment and defense 
materials. This is ax iomatic. The theory that it 
was a social g ain to have laws which limited 
hours, is a nostrum of the worst kind advocated 
only by the blind attemp ting to lead the blind. 
If a man p refers to work 10 or 12 hours instead 
of 6 or 8, he harms no one, unless the individual 
who claims he is harmed believes he has a rig ht 
without resp onsibility ; in other wonjs, that he 
has a license. 
If Roosevelt really believes that we should 
work long er hours, then why does he not advo­ 
cate rep eal of the Max imum Hour law so that 
all p eop le may g o to work and add to our wealth 
and to our defense? 
No man ever accomp lished very much in this 
world, by work ing only 8 hours a day . To work 
is to serve, to p ray . It is to benefit y our fellow­ 
man. It is one of the few thing s Roosevelt has 
said which we can ag ree with—that we shall 
work long er hours, if we want to have more 
security and more defense. The only security ever 
devised by man is intellig ent work , not laws re­ 
stricting work and p roduction, as has been the 
p olicy of the New Deal while in p ower. This 
theory has not work ed internally , and short hours 
will not work in a defense effort. 


dollars of the tax p ay ers’ money to communist 
Russia. No interest is to be charg ed. No rep ay ­ 
ments will be due until five y ears after the end 
of the war and the final p ay ment will not be re­ 
quired until 
1 0 y ears later. 
Cong ress was not consulted as to the wisdom 
of making such a loan nor as to the terms on 
which It was made. The p eop le had been led to 
believe that Russia was outside the lend-lease 
scheme. Thus we eng ag e in the crusade for 
democracy and liberty by sup p orting the Rus­ 
sian ty ranny and dep riving the American p eop le's 
rep resentatives of the control of the p ublic p urse 
which is the cornerstone of liberty . 
It it imp ossible to believe that even Mr. Roose­ 
velt ex p ects to g et this money back. It is a 
cardinal p rincip le of communist p olicy , 
for­ 
mulated by Marx and Lenin and p ractised by the 
soviet reg ime from the first, to rep udiate its 
oblig ations to cap italist countries. Nobody knows 
that better than Mr. Roosevelt. 
Contrary to 
precedent and advice he g ranted recog nition to 
the sov iet reg ime back in 19 33 on the under­ 
standing that arrang ements would be made for 
repay ing the outstanding debts of nearly half 
« billion dollars owed by Russia to American 
citizens and their g overnment. 
That was the understanding which Litvinov 
leached with Mr. Roosevelt but the soviets never 
honored it. They ag reed at the same time to 
cease their rev olutionary propaganda in this 
country . That agreement also was broken. So 
was the prov ision for religious freedom. There 
isfi't much chance that Britain will repay her 
lend-lease borrowings but there is no reason at 
to ex pect that Russia will make good. That 
the way Stalin and his gang do business. 
Tb call this transaction a loan# as Mr. Roose­ 


velt does, is to invent a new meaning for the 
word. To call it a means of p roviding Russia 
with imp ortant quantities of fig hting equip ment 
is equally absurd. There are only four avenues 
for sending sup p lies to Russia. Of these, the 
most convenient, Murmansk , is cut off. Arch­ 
ang el, the nex t nearest, is ice-locked. The road 
thru Persia is unfinished and the quantity of 
g oods which can be moved over this route is, 
therefore, narrowly limited. Vladivostok is 
in 
the Jap anese sp here and in any event it is 
already cong ested. At best, no g reat quantity of 
sup p lies can be moved to the front over the long 
Trans-Siberian railroad. 
A billion dollars will cover many times over 
the value of any ship ments we mak e to Russia 
in the foreseeable future. How absurdly larg e 
the fig ure 
is may be judg ed bv comp arison 
with our lend-lease ship ments to Britain. Access 
to Britain is relatively free. Hug e convoy s sail 
from our shores for Britain at frequent intervals, 
y et as recently as Sep t. 15, Mr. Roosevelt re­ 
p orted to cong ress that in six months the total 
value of equip ment for land and air fig hting 
which had been sent to Britain, the near east, 
and Africa on lend-lease account was less than 
70 million dollars. This included 35% million dol­ 
lars’ worth of ordnance and ordnance stores, 6 
millions worth of airp lanes and airp lane p arts, 
and 26 % millions worth of tank s and other 
vehicles. 
Russia has only a neg lig ible merchant marine 
and much of ours is already eng ag ed in war 
trade. Even if the neutrality act is rep ealed, we 
shall have few ship s to sp are for Russia. The 
British have been say ing they haven’t enoug h 
ship s to sup p ly their own needs. Where are 
the scores of vessels needed to transp ort the 
billion dollars’ worth of g oods to come from? 
The billion dollars for Russia bears no rela­ 
tion to the quantity of military sup p lies we have 
available for ex p ort 
and no relation to the 
quantity which we could send if the ship s and 
the p orts to receive them were ready . When 
Russia has received every thing we can send 
there will still be many hundreds of millions 
to her credit here. On the basis of p ast ex p eri­ 
ence there can be little doubt of how it will be 
used. 
The communists in this country are g oing to 
have hundreds of millions to sp end in this coun­ 
try in furthering their revolutionary desig ns. 
Much of the small chang e they and the fellow 
travelers collected in p revious y ears by p re­ 
tending it was g oing to Sp ain and for other 
such p urp oses was used to advance the com­ 
munist cause in this country . There is no reason 
to ex p ect a different result this time. 
The communists have no scrup les. They are 
double-crossers by training and choice. Mr. 
Lit­ 
vinov, whose p revious understanding with our 
g overnment was broken, is coming back as am­ 
bassador in time to g et his hands on stup endous 
sums of money and it cannot be doubted 
that he 
will use them to further rev olution. 


It was an insp ired idea to de­ 
p osit the body of an unrecog ­ 
nized soldier in the national me­ 
morial of the Great War, and y et 
how strang e it is! So this is the 
outcome of western civilization, 
which for nearly 2000 y ears has 
had Christ and in which democ­ 
racy and science have had their 
widest 
op p ortunity , 
that 
the 
whole nation p auses, its colorful 
p ag eantry centers, its p atriotic 
oratory flourishes, 
around the 
unrecog nizable body of a soldier 
blown to bits on the battlefield. 
That is strang e. 
It was the war lords them­ 
selves who p ick ed him out as 
the sy mbol of war. So be it! As 
a sy mbol of war we accep t him 
from their hands. 
You may think that I, a Chris­ 
tian minister, did not k now him. 
I k new him well! From the north 
of Scotland, where they p lanted 
the 
sea 
with 
mines, 
to 
the 
trenches of France, I lived with 
him and his fellows in dug outs, 
trenches, and on destroy ers. Short 
of actual battle, I p articip ated 
in the war. I too was p ersuaded 
that it was a w ar to end war. 
They sent men lik e me to ex ­ 
p lain to the army the hig h mean­ 
ing s of war and, by every arg u­ 
ment we 
could command, to 
streng then their morale. I won­ 
der if I ever sp oke to the Un 
k nown Soldier. 
One nig ht, in a ruined bam be­ 
hind the lines, I sp oke at sunset 
to a comp any of hand g renad 
ers who were g oing out to raid 
the German trenches. On the av­ 
erag e no more than half a com 
p any came back from such a 
raid, and I tried to nerve them 
for their suicidal and murderous 
endeavor. I wonder if the Un­ 
k nown Soldier was in that barn 
that nig ht. 
Once in a dug out I bade g od 
sp eed at two in the morning to 
a detail of men g oing out on 
p atrol in no-man’s land. They 
were a fine comp any of Ameri­ 
can boy s fresh from home. Hud­ 
dled in the dark , they 
sang 
‘ Lead, k indly lig ht, amid th’ en­ 
circling g loom—.” 
Then, 
with 
my admonitions in their ears they 
went out throug h the first-line 
trenches. I wonder if the Un- 
Known Soldier was in that dug - 
out. 
I have an account to settle be­ 
tween my soul and the Unknown 
Soldier. I deceived my self, and 
then I deceived him, assuring 
him 
that 
g ood 
consequence 
would come out of the war. As 
a m atter of hard-headed biolog i­ 
cal fact, what g ood can come out 
of it? Mad civilization, y ou can­ 
not sacrifice on bloody altars the 
best of y our breed and ex p ect 
any thing to comp ensate for that. 
The 
Unk nown 
Soldier 
may 
have been a volunteer but on 
an actuarial averag e he p robably 
was a conscrip t. The long arm 
of the nation reached into his 
home, touched him on the shoul­ 
der, say ing , You must g o to 
France to fig ht. If someone ask s 
why in this “land of the free” 
conscrip tion was used, the an­ 
swer is, of course, that it was 
necessary if we were to win the 
war. That reveals something ter­ 


rific about modern war. We can­ 
not g et soldiers—not enoug h of 
them—without forcing , coercing , 
conscrip ting y outh to fig ht. 
When y ou stand before 
the 
tomb of the Unk nown Soldier on 
some occasion when the p anop ly 
of military g lory decks it with 
music and color, are y ou thrilled? 
I am not—not any more, 
see there the memorial of one of 
the saddest thing s in American 
history , from the rep etition of 
which may God deliver us!—the 
conscrip ted bqy . 
I am not blaming the nation 
I am simp ly say ing that that is 
modern war. If I blame any body , 
it is men lik e my self who went 
out to the army and ex p lained 
to these valiant men what a re­ 
sp lendent future they were p re 
p aring for their children by their 
heroic sacrifice. O, Unk nown Sol­ 
dier, sometimes I hear y ou ask ­ 
ing me: Where is this g reat, new 
era that the war was to create? 
They blew out my ey es in the 
Arg onne. Is it because of that 
now from 
Arling ton 
I strain 
them vainly to see the p rosp er­ 
ity , p lenty , and p eace of my chil­ 
dren for which 
this 
mang led 
body was laid down? 
Many of y ou already may be 
relieving my p resentation of the 
case by another p icture. Prob 
ably , y ou say , the Unknown Sol 
dier enjoy ed soldiering and had 
a thrilling time in France. Mul­ 
titudes were p ick ed up from a 
dull 
routine with 
which they 
were infinitely bored, and p lung ed 
into an ex citing adventure which 
they remember y et as the most 
thrilling ep isode of their careers. 
To be sure. Listen to this from 
a wounded American after bat­ 
tle. “We went over the p arap et 
at five o’clock and I was not hit 
until nine. They were the g reat­ 
est four hours of my life.” Quite 
so! Only that was the first time 
he went over. Any thing dang er 
ous, tried for the first time and 
now escap ed from is thrilling . 
W hat about the second time and 
the third and the fourth? What 
about 
the dreadful times be­ 
tween, 
the 
long 
drawn - out, 
dreary , 
muddy 
barrenness 
of 
war, concerning which one who 
k new said, “Nine-tenths of war 
is waiting ?” You oug ht to have 
seen the hardening -up camp s of 
the armies which had been at 
the 
business 
since 
19 14, 
and 
look ed into the faces of y oung 
men who had been over the top , 
wounded, hosp italized, hardened 
up —over the top , wounded, hos­ 
p italized, hardened up ^—over the 
top , wounded, hosp italized, hard­ 
ened up -r-four times, five times, 
six times. Never talk to a man 
who has seen that about the 
ly ric g lory of war. 
Nevertheless, sonje may say 
that while was is a g rim and 
murderous business with no g lory 
in it in the end, we have the rig ht 
to mak e the Unk nown Soldier 
the sy mbol of whatever was most 
idealistic in the men who went 
out to fig ht. We think of our 
Unk nown Soldier rising up in 
answer to a human call 
and 
mak ing the sacrifice of his life. 
The war broug ht out his best— 
his loy alty , his courag e, his care 


for the downtrodden, his cap a­ 
city for self-sacrifice. Yes, but 
to what p urp ose? 
To tak e the strong est and love­ 
liest thing s in men and use them 
for the most aby smal cruelties of 
which our human nature is cap ­ 
able. 
Be realistic and follow throug h 
what w ar made the Unknown 
Soldier do 
with his 
idealism. 
Here is one ey ewitness sp eaking : 
“Last nig ht, at an officers’ mess 
there was g reat laug hter at the 
story of one of our men who had 
sp ent his last cartridg e in de­ 
fending an attack . ‘Hand me down 
y our sp ade, Mike,’ he said; and 
as six Germans came one by one 
round the end of 
a traverse, he 
sp lit each man’s sk ull op en.” 
“I can remember,” say s one in­ 
fantry officer, “a p air of hands 
which p rotuded from the soaked 
soil lik e the roots of a tree turned 
up side down; one hand seemed 
to be p ointing at the sk y with an 
accusing g esture . . . Floating 
on the surface of the flooded 
trench was the mask of a human 
face which had detached itself 
from the sk ull.” W ar harnessed 
the 
idealism of 
the Unknown 
Soldier to that! 
Do I not have an account to 
settle between my soul and nim ? 
They sent men lik e me into the 
camp s to touch those secret, holy 
sp ring s within him so that with 
loy alty and self-sacrifice he mig ht 
g o out to war. O war, I hate 
y ou most of all for this, that y ou 
lay y our hands on the noblest 
elements in human 
character, 
with which we mig ht mak e a 
heaven on earth, and y ou use 
them to mak e a hell on earth 
instead, You tak e our science, 
our loy alty , our unselfishness, 
with which we mig ht mak e the 
earth beautiful, and, using these 
our finest qualities, y ou mak e 
death fall from the sk y and burst 
up from the sea and hurtle from 
unseen ambuscades 6 0 miles away ; 
y ou blast fathers in the trenches 
while y ou are starving their chil­ 
dren at home with block ades; and 
y ou so bedevil the world that 15 
y ears after the armistice we can­ 
not be sure who won the war, so 
sunk in the same disaster are 
victors and vanquished alike. 
I will do the best I can to set­ 
tle my account with the Un­ 
k nown Soldier. I renounce war. 
I renounce war because of what 
it does to our own men. I have 
seen the long , long hosp ital trains 
filled with their mutilated bodies; 
I remember the maimed men for 
whom the war is not y et over. 
I renounce war because of what 
it comp els us to do to our ene 
mies, bombing their mothers in 
villag es, starving their children, 
laug hing over our coffee cup s 
about every damnable thing we 
have been able to do to them. I 
renounce war for the undy ing 
hatreds it arouses, for the dicta­ 
torship s it p uts in the p lace of 
democracy , for the 
starvation 
that stalk s after it. 
I renounce 
war 
and never 
ag ain, directly or indirectly , will 
I sup p ort another! 
O Unknown Soldier, in peni­ 
tent reparation I make y ou that 
pledge. 


NEW YORK, Npv . 11.—I hav e 
just had an interesting chat with 
Josep h Padway , the general coun­ 
cil of the AFL and of the Browne- 
Bioff union or racket. - 
I telep honed Mr. Padway , who 
formerly Was a judg e and was 
known as a “labor” judg e in Mil­ 
waukee, to ask if he intended to 
resig n or withdraw from his re­ 
lationship with the Browne-Bioff 
rack et. 
He ask ed me where I g ot that 
rep ort. 
I said it was no rep ort but an 
obvious question in view of the 
conviction of the two g orillas on 
charg es of ex torting money from 
the movie comp anies which are 
not much better, if any , than the 
rack eteers themselves. 
At that Mr. Padway said I had 
done him wrong in calling him the 
mouthp iece 
for 
this 
band of 
thieves. He said he wasn’t their 
mouthp iece but rep resented the 
membership of the union. So I 
asked him if he ever had initiated 
any action to p rotect work ers 
constituting the membership from 
the criminals, and he said it wasn’t 
his p rerog ative to initiate actions. 
He is a lawy er serving a client, 
to wit, the union and the fact 
that the union very p lainly was an 
unconscionable 
rack et 
infested 
with obvious crooks did not affect 
its shap e as a union. I insisted that 
Bioff and Browne were actually 
the union and that in serving the 
union as mouthp iece he necessarily 
was serving as mouthp iece for 
these crooks, but he wouldn’t have 
it that way . 
A y ear ag q June, Padway went 
into the convention of this mob in 
Louisville and delivered what I 
called a eulog y of the rack eteer, 
Browne. Padway wouldn’t ag ree 
that this was an eulog y , so I will 
sp lit the difference and settle 
for the fact that he certainly did 
sing the p raises of the man who 
had only recently g iven him the 
job of g eneral counsel. At this 
very time, Bioff was in the Chi­ 
cag o bridewell serving six months 
for acting as business ag ent for 
a string of streetwalk ers and 
Browne had already announced his 
determination to retain Bioff as 
barg aining ag ent for the movie 
industry but Padway nevertheless 
p raised Browne hig hly and told 
how he had sat in on neg otiations 
in Holly wood with Bioff. 
I ask ed him why he hadn’t tak ­ 
en occasion to say a word to the 
deleg ates ag ainst a criminal so 
foul as Willie and he said such 
comment would have been out of 
line because his remark s were of 
a leg al character. So I crack ed 
back that his p raise of Browne 
wasn’t strictly leg al business eith­ 
er and that if he could dig ress to 
the ex tent of p raising Georg e he 
could, with equal p rop riety , have 
dig ressed to the same ex tent in 
disp raise of the old brothel-k eep er, 
I ask ed him how much doug h 
he was g etting out of this union, 
or rack et, and he refused to tell 


me on the ground that I would 
print it. I said I certainly would 
print it and wanted it for pub­ 
lication or not at all, but he seem­ 
ed to think the amount could bo 
giv en s o m e 
uncomplimentary 
meaning and wouldn’t tell. How­ 
ev er, he did say that other law­ 
y ers representing the locals around 
the country were getting four or * 
fiv e times as much as he and I 
will admit this could be so. The 
unions are easy pickings for a 
lot of lawy ers these day s. Like, 
the 
racketeers, 
lawy ers 
hav g 
sniffed the big dough that th& 
unions ex tort from the working 
saps and like buzzards they hav e 
got wind of the rottenness of the 
unioneering racket and are flock­ 
ing to get theirs. 
I want to tell y ou something 
else that Padway said. He said he 
nev er did sign any petition for a 
presidential pardon 
for George 
Scalise, another Old Mack which 
is short for Marquereau which is 
French for what Willie Bioff was 
conv icted of being in Chicago. 
I said, "Well, y ou told me y ou 
did,” and he said he only told 
me that he told a federal agent 
that if Scalise had gone straight 
all those y ears he ought to be let 
up. But he had serv ed Scalise’s 
union, the Building Serv ice Work­ 
ers, as special counsel and knew 
Scalise personally , and I say any ­ 
one who knew any thing at all 
about Scalise should hav e knotffci 
he was still a crook and a mem­ 
ber of a famous old mob of the 
dirtiest criminals in the country . 
Padway is no boy . He can tell a 
racketeer. Moreov er, I insist that 
Padway , himself, did tell me that 
he did indorse Scalise’s petition 
and there we split on a matter of 
personal v eracity or recollection. 
But what difference would it 
make, any way ? He beefed, too be­ 
cause I said he got $1000 from the 
Scalise union, or racket, for draw­ 
ing up a new constitution and that 
the ex isting constitution was some­ 
thing v ery puerile. He said he got 
only $650 for the constitution 
and the remaining $350 for two 
other legal jobs and that the 
present constitution wasn’t his 
work because he had nev er deliv ­ 
ered his new constitution. I said, 
f 
"Well, why didn’t y ou tell me 
that? ” He said he did but I say i 
the hell he did and he didn't. 
* 
I also insist that he told me . 
Scalise called on him and told 
(Aw 
his earlier conviction and asked 
4 
his endorsement and now Padway 
denies that, too. 
I leave y ou the fact that Pad­ 
way was g eneral counsel for the 
Browne-Bioff union or rack et, the 
most vicious thing that ever hap ­ 
p ened in the labor movement in the 
United States and that even after 
Bioff had g oine to jail and browne 
had announced his determination 
to retain him in p ower, Padway 
not only stay ed on as counsel for 
this rack et masquerading as a 
union but hove up in meeting and 
p raised or eulog ized Browne.

Mr. Wendell Willkie induced one 
hundred—count them — Rep ublic­ 
ans to join him in telling Cong ress 
what to do, and at once. Many 
teleg rams. 
Many l o ng distance 
calls. The mills g round, y et they 
g round ex ceeding small. Five sig n 
ers were Rep ublican g overnors. 
But there are twenty Rep ublican 
g overnors. 
Fifteen or seventy - 
five p er cent did not sig n the Will* 
k ie order of the day . 
Twenty -seven members of the 


Republican N a t i o n a 1 Commit­ 
tee signed the Willkie statement. 
But there are 104 in all. Sev enty - 
sev en did not sign. 
Ten Repub­ 
lican State Chairmen signed. But 
there are forty -eight in all. Thirty 
eight did not sign. 
Eighty per 
cent anti-Willkie. 
And thus it came about that 
the tail wagged but the dog wag­ 
ged not. 
Mr. Willkie threatens 
to purge Republican Congressmen 
who refuse to go hell bent for 
war. With what razzberries these 
dark tidings are greeted in only 
faintly indicated by the counter 
reply of Congressmen Halleck. 
Harness. Johnson, Landis and Sen- 
a t o r Willis of Willkie’s nativ e 
heath. 
They wrote the Republi­ 
can Editorial Association of In­ 
diana to stand and flinch not in 
opposition to the Administration’s 
effort “ to inv olv e this country In 
an undedared war.** 
I t w a s Congressman Halleck 
who accepted Willkie’s pleading 
to nominate him at Philadelphia 
way back in 19 40, and right glad 
was Willkie to get a corn belt 
man to do so.

Comp anies manufacturing ena­ 
mel, now considered a lux ury ; 
cash reg isters, now not so essen­ 
tial; bicy cles and scores of other 
commodities, are having increas­ 
ing difficulty g etting steel, cop p er, 
brass and other essential metals. 
Meanwhile, 
in Washing ton, 
Floy d Odium, who once foug ht 
the SEC in a terrific strug g le, has 
sig ned a truce and is in charg e 
of a new office to save business. 
Odium was one of the big g est 
op erators on Wall Street, amassed 
millions. But this is the toug hest 
op eration he has ever tack led. 
So far he has been sty mied by 
military red tap e and the fact 
that Army ordnance men either 
can't or won’t g et out of the habit 
of ordering from the same big 
companies. 
„ 
A 
Odium has receiv ed ex cellent 
cooperation f r o m Under-Secre- 
tary of War Patterson and the 
Army men at the top. It’s the 
men below who giv e him trouble. 
Patterson has set aside $400,uuu- 
000 or Army orders out of the 
last congressional appropriation 
for Odium to allocate to little 
companies. But getting the ma­ 
jors and colonels down below to 
make these allocations; and also 
to find little companies equipped 
and ready to fill the o r d e r s 
quickly , is something else again. 
Small Business To Get Priorities 
Howev er, here is the prov isional 
plan Odium has ev olv ed. First, he 
finds that out of the total 184,000 
manufacturing 
plan^ 
1 n 
th e 
United States, 133,000 or 72 per 
cent, employ only twenty men or 
less. These small plants use only 
fiv e or six per cent of the na­ 
tion’s raw material. Therefore, 
he figures, these 133,000 small 
companies should be giv en priori- 
tites and allowed to g *t their 
metal. It won't disrupt the defense 


program to do this, and itwouty l 
disrupt thousands of little firms 
to do the opposite. 
Nex t, Odium figures that the 
Army has on itts list 25,000 firms 
which it has worked with in past ! 
y ears, and had giv en them “ edu­ 
cational” orders ev en before the 
emergency . He thinks the Army 
should be able to keep these firms 
busy , though he has his fingers 
crossed on this point. Actually , 
the red tape artists in the War 
Department hav e not giv en or­ 
ders ev en to 10,000. 
At any rate, Odium calculates 
that, ex cluding the little firms 
which hire only twenty men, there 
will be about 34,000 companies to 
be cared for. These are the firm/ 
to which he will try to shoot son« » 
of the $400,000,000 set aside by 
Under-Secretary Patterson. 
Whether or not he can do it 
depends v ery much on the red 
tape boy s who lov e the easy rou­ 
tine of letting contracts to their 
old friends in the big companies, 
ev en more than they lov e an after­ 
noon of golf. 
Great Senate Debate 
The Senate debate ov er the re­ 
v ision of the Neutrality Act last- * 
ed two weeks. From the sizzling 
statements that daily poured out 
ov er the press wires, particularly 
from isolationists orators, t h e 
country doubtless gained the im­ 
pression that a terrific battle was 
in progress. 
Outwardly the Senate showed 
no sign of it. 
Most of the time during t i A 
two w e e k s the chamber wtm 
largely empty and as peaceful as 
a library . An attendance of eight 
or ten was a big crowd. On oho 
occasion, Senator Alex ander Wi­ 
ley ,Wisconsin isolationist, talked 
practically to himself. 
Only three other senators were 
present and two of them were not 
listening to Wiley . 
Ev en when Wheeler, No. 1 con­ 
gressional isolationist, deliv ered 
his six -hour speech, there w a s 
nev er more than 30 present on 
the floor, and most of them were 
his partisans. 
Ex cept for the desire to orati, 
the Senate could hav e disposed 
of the legislation within 24 hours 
after it was receiv ed.
